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The overall abject failure of the British fascist parties to do well in 
the general election should give rise to some cheer as we look on with 
horror at the growing support for right-wing parties in Germany, 
Austria, Belgium and Italy.

n 14 March between 300 and 

500 neo-nazi skinheads 

descended on _ Valencia in 
Spain for a Blood & Honour style gig. 
The international gathering included 
boneheads from Belgium, Portugal, 
Italy, England and France. 


The organisers of the gig, the Spanish band 
Division 250 and the Accion Radical 
organisation, had to resort to a fallback venue 
after the owner of the original venue, an old 
bingo hall in Benimaclet, succumbed to 
pressure from local people and refused the 
nazis the use of his premises. Valencia City 
Council passed an urgent motion of censure 
which expressed concern at the fact that the 
event was to take place and stated that the 


councillors wanted to “show the people of the 
city of Valencia that we reject the meeting of 
anti-democratic European groups ... Valencia 
has been, is and will continue to be a meeting 
place of liberty and tolerance ... Valencia 
City Council will neither support nor offer 
any type of collaboration or help for this kind 
of meeting ...” 

The police, no doubt shocked at the sight of 


hundreds of boneheads converging on the 
city, arrested many of them. Others gathered 
at a place called Las Arenas, which was used 
as a meeting point before they travelled 
across the city, pursued by the police, to El 
Salero’s, the new venue for the gig. 

The bands that were billed to appear were 
Division 250, Violent Storm, Battlezone and 
No Remorse. Three of the four bands are

British, which highlights the influence that 
the British nazi skinhead scene has on the 
movement internationally. The bands that 
travelled from Britain had their travel 
expenses paid, showing yet again the 
considerable amount of money that is floating 
about in neo-nazi coffers. 

In the event the Cardiff based Violent 
Storm was not to make the concert as it was 
involved in a freak accident, on its way to 
Heathrow airport, in which four of the five 
car passengers were killed. 

The band No Remorse is no stranger to 
British anti-fascists; it has released a number 
of records and runs its own merchandising 
outlet selling T-shirts and tapes. Paul Bellany, 
who uses the name Burnley to hide the fact 
that he is the son of a famous artist, is the

lead singer. In an interview in Blood & 
Honour magazine he describes Adolf Hitler 
as “the greatest man in history” and lists 
among his favourite songs Tomorrow 
Belongs to Me, by the Hitler Youth, and the 
Horst Wessel Lied, by the SA. 

He is also the brother of John Burnley, 
drummer with the key nazi band Skrewdriver. 
Last year John was arrested in Germany after 
a knifing incident and was held in prison in 
Berlin for some months. Lucky for him his 
father was rich enough to bail him out. The 
word on the streets is that he intends not to 
return to be tried in the German courts. 

An indication-of the kind of music that the 
hundreds of skinheads who turned out for the 
gig were to hear comes from the lyrics of No 
Remorse’s “White Pride -- World Wide”: 

“In 1933 the fight for race was won 

But sadly, those days of hope are gone 

We are all fighting tougher odds 

We look for guidance from the white man’s 

gods.” 

No Remorse’s previous public engagement 
had been a gig the Saturday before in a pub in 
South London. 

The Chelmsford-based band Battlezone has 
also released an album and played gigs across 
Britain. The lead singer, Alex, runs the Last 
Chance skinhead fanzine and corresponds 
with skins internationally, including in 
Eastern Europe. Outside Britain Battlezone 
has played gigs in Hungary and Sweden. The 
band has also released an album on the 
Rebelles Européens label. 

Despite opposition the gig went ahead, no 
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doubt with the aid of key local backer Jose 
Luis Roberto, who is nicknamed the cripple. 
Roberto owns the Lili Marlein pub, which is 
used as a meeting place for fascists and nazis 
in Valencia. In addition to the pub he has a 
number of other interests, including

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ownership of a security company which 
employs skinheads and ex-policemen with 
far-right sympathies. 

The Valencia gig is simply the latest of a 
series of European activities organised by 
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neo-nazi skinheads that have taken place. 

Blood & Honour in England is clearly 
offering the political direction for the nazi 
skinhead movement internationally — while 
the French record label Rebelles Européens is 
producing the records, tapes and compact 
discs. 

Based in Brest in France and run by the 
racist and antisemitic Gael Bodilis, what 
distinguishes the label from the German 
Rock-O-Rama and British Link labels, which 
have released nazi material previously, is that 
Rebelles Européens produces exclusively 
nazi material and nothing else. 

Anti-fascists were monitoring two gigs 
planned for Blackburn and _ Heanor, 
Derbyshire, the back yard of Skrewdriver 
boss Ian Stuart Donaldson, on 11 April.

Violent Storm’s latest piece of 
hate material is an extended play 
record which was released on 
the Rebelles Européens label. 

When covering the funeral of 
two of the band members, the 
press talked of white doves 
being released into the air — 
what irony that symbols of 
peace should be used at the

funerals of these hatemongers. 
Many skinheads looked on 
wearing Celtic crosses and 
assorted fascist paraphernalia as 
their comrades were laid to rest. 


Billy Bartlett, who has now 
recovered enough from his 
injuries to leave hospital has 
stated that he will reform the 
band with new members. 


Police thug jailed 


police officer who took part in 
A: unprovoked assault on a 
black motorist has been 
sentenced to a jail term. Two other 
officers received lesser sentences for 


their complicity in a cover-up after the 
attack. 


PC Alec Mason, 28, was sentenced to 30 
months for stamping repeatedly on the man’s 
head. He was convicted of assault and 
perverting the course of justice. 

Judge Lawrence Verney, the Recorder of 
London, said: “The offences were particularly 
disgraceful in the case of a serving police 
officer. It was inexcusable conduct.” 

PC Gavin Larter, 30, was jailed for four 
months after being found guilty of perverting 
the course of justice by writing a false record. 
He was acquitted of assault. 

PC Toby Fletcher, 30, was given a three 
month sentence, suspended for a year, after 
pleading guilty to perverting the course of 
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justice. He said he was a special constable at 
the time and wrote his notes as dictated by a 
senior officer. 

Other police officers involved in the assault 
on Harold Benn have not been charged. 

Mr Benn, 27, an amateur sportsman, was 
stopped for speeding in Tooting, south 
London, last January, by four police officers 


in an unmarked car. They accused him of 


driving a stolen car. When he protested about 
being wrongfully arrested, he was confronted 
by between 17 and 20 police officers. 

“They surrounded me and started hitting 
me in the head,” he said. “It was like I was a 
bit of meat and whoever could get to me got 
to me. Blows were coming from all around.” 

He was handcuffed and thrown face down 
into a police van. During the three minute 
journey to Tooting police station, he was 
punched, kicked and stamped on. A woman 
constable who had seen him put in the van 
“could not believe it was the same man” when 
she saw his facial injuries at the station.

Mr Benn said that an officer: “trod on my 
neck with his right boot and stamped 
repeatedly in my face with the heel of his 
other foot, saying ‘you black bastard, this will 
teach you to mess about with the police’.” 

In their notes on Mr Benn’s arrest the three 
officers omitted any mention of the assault 
they made on him and falsely claimed that he 
had tried to bite the legs of policemen. 

At the police station Mr Benn was released 
after 75 minutes when it was found he was 
the lawful owner of his car. He said: “I was 
angry and shocked because one minute I was 
in my car driving home from seeing my 
friends and the next minute I was being 
roughed up.” 

Mason’s attack on Mr Benn only came to 
light after it was reported by special constable 
Georgina Christoforou. She said she had been 
cold shouldered afterwards by other police 
officers. She was in the front seat of the van 
during the attack and said she was sickened 
by the brutality.

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Police chief 
apologises for 
racist joke 


The chief constable of Strathclyde, 
Leslie Sharp, has given a grudging 
apology after making a racist joke at a 
cricket dinner. 


Mr Sharp told the dinner guests, in Prestwick, 
about experiments with robot umpires. He 
said cricketers had complained that the 
robot’s bright white colour was blinding the 
batsmen. It was suggested that they paint it 
black. 

“But they said they had one and it was no 
good because it started smoking pot, mugging 
old ladies and robbing shops,” he said. 

Two black cricketers, George Reifer, a 
local professional, and Basil D’Oliviera, a 
former England player, were present at the 
dinner. 

Brian Wilson, Labour’s home affairs 
spokesperson for Scotland, said: “I find it 
stunning that one of the most senior 
policemen can stand up and come up with 
such crass caricatures.” He called on Mr 
Sharp to resign. 

The resignation call was echoed by the 
Scottish Asian Action Committee, which said 
that Sharp’s outburst undermined the work of 
the previous chief constable, Mr A K Sloan. 
The committee said Sharp’s statement had 
made a mockery of the /99/ Report of the 
Chief Constable of Strathclyde, which said 
fostering good race relations in the 
community was a “high priority objective”. 

Janey Buchan, Glasgow’s MEP, described 
the joke as “shameful beyond words”. 

In his apology Mr Sharp said: “I have 
received no complaints about my speech but 
if I have caused offence then I apologise 
because that was never intended. To say my 
remarks were racist is a distortion of what 
was a very happy evening.” 

Mr Sharp was told by the police and fire 
committee in Glasgow on 24 March that his 
remarks were “unacceptable”, but he will not 
face any formal disciplinary action and it 
seems very unlikely that he will now resign. 

Later Michael Day, chair of the 
Commission for Racial Equality, made a 
scathing attack on the “offensive humour” of 
the chief constable. 

Addressing an equal opportunities 
conference at the Police National College in 
Bramshill, he said it might take one case of 
police brutality, racist attitudes, holding back 
promotion, or offensive humour by a senior 
police officer “playing on crude racial 
stereotypes, to cancel out the gains of 
persevering work by forces up and down the 
country.” 

“The feeling remains among young black 
men in particular that when it comes to stop 
and search, driving checks, drugs enquiries, 
the police pick on them — act on the 
stereotypes which seemed to shape that chief 
constable’s racist banter.” 

He said these incidents gave a more 
powerful message to potential recruits than 
“dazzling police literature and displays”. 
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he general election campaign 

saw a deliberate attempt by 

leading Conservative politicians 
to appeal to racist feelings. Home 
Secretary Kenneth Baker, for example, 
said on 6 April that “Labour would 
open the floodgates to a wave of 
immigration.” He had ‘warned for 
many months about this rising tide.” 
Baker has recently sent a torture victim back to 
Zaire, in spite of evidence from Dr Stuart 
Turner, a leading psychiatrist, that the man was 
suffering from post trauma stress disorder. 

The 24-year-old Zairean fled to Britain in 
October 1990 and had been detained in 
Pentonville and Winchester prisons. The 
Medical Foundation for the Care of Victims 
of Torture reported that the man’s scars were 
consistent with the kind of torture he said he 
underwent after being arrested in Zaire for 
involvement in a political demonstration. 

The doctors thought that the marks on his 
face and trunk were typical of cigarette burns, 
his head had been shaved with a piece of 
broken glass, and an unusual scar on the base 
of his scrotum was consistent with his story 
of how a cord was tied around his genitals 
and tightened during interrogation. 

The man applied for asylum under the 1951 
United Nations convention on the grounds 
that he had a well-founded fear of persecution 
if he was returned to Zaire. 

Meanwhile, other leading Conservatives 
who spoke on race included Douglas Hurd, 
the Foreign Secretary, who warned that 
“thousands of phoney refugees could enter 
Britain under a Neil Kinnock government,” 
and Sir Nicholas Fairbairn. Sir Nicholas, who 
was defending his Perth and Kinross seat, 
said: “Under a Labour government this

An Asian schoolboy was hanged by 
his own tie in a playground attack by 
a racist gang in Birmingham. 

Raminder Singh, 15, was forced to 
make his tie into a noose and 
suspended 10 feet from the ground on 
a netball post. He said: “I was 
hanging on to my tie. I couldn’t 
breathe. I was very frightened.” The 
15-strong white gang returned just in 
time to prevent his death. 

A few days later he was attacked 
in the school toilets by gang members 
and warned not to tell of the hanging 
incident. He was headbutted in the 
face and his nose was broken. 

Raminder, a pupil at Dartmouth 
High School, says that many racist 
attacks have taken place. He has now

These included the arrest of 15 alleged 
illegal immigrants (dubbed the “stowaway 
horde” by the Daily Mail) seen leaving a 
lorry at an M4 motorway service station, the 
claim in the Sunday Express that a “huge 
passports swindle” had been unearthed, and 
the speculation by the Evening Standard that 
the murder of a London police officer was 
linked to “a huge upsurge in_ illegal 
immigrants entering Britain, many intending 
to live off crime.” 

Overall none of the major parties 
represented a very principled position on 
race. There were five fewer Asian and Afro- 
Caribbean candidates compared to the 
previous election. 

The Labour Party announced at first that it 
was dropping its opposition to the 
government’s racist Asylum bill and then 
changed its mind. 

The Liberal Democrats’ only _ black 
candidate, Verona Marfo, who was standing 
against Labour’s Diane Abbott in Hackney, 
withdrew before the election. She said that 
the local party had “undermined and 
ridiculed” her and that racist innuendo had 
been used. She did however praise the 
attitude of party leader Paddy Ashdown. Mr 
Ashdown has said that Hong Kong’s 4.5 
million people should have the right to 
British passports. 


been removed and his_ brother, 
Kamaljit, 25, has called in the police 
and demanded an investigation into 
racism at the school.

he Metropolitan Police have 
T been ordered to pay £50,000 

damages to a _ 73-year-old 
woman. A jury found that Maria 
Burke, a great grandmother, had been 
assaulted, falsely imprisoned and 
maliciously prosecuted, following a 
minor traffic accident. 

Her counsel, Courtenay Griffiths, said the 
police officers: “behaved in an arbitrary, 
oppressive and unconstitutional way”. 

The case is one of a number of civil actions 
concerning alleged police brutality against 
black people by police officers in London’s 
Hackney, Stoke Newington and City Road 


police stations (see Searchlight, April 1992). 

In January 1989 Mrs Burke and a family 
friend, George Edwards, were involved in an 
accident in the Burkes’ car. Nobody was 
injured and the incident was reported to the 
police when they got home. Mrs Burke said 
that when the police arrived they arrested her 
husband and dragged him outside in his 
underwear. She went outside with some water 
and a diabetes pill for him, only to be thrown 
to the ground by WPC Tina Martin. 

“A lot of people held me down; my dress 
was over my head,” said Mrs Burke. A 
member of the public said Mrs Burke was 
pinned by three officers who “deliberately 
tried to inflict as much pain as possible”. 


Fighting for travellers’ rights 


The labour movement, including both 
the Labour Party and the trade 
unions, has had a mixed record as far 
as the defence of minority rights goes. 

There are the proud statements about equality 
and human rights and principled action by 
many individuals, but there has also been a 
tendency, particularly by politicians at a local 
level, to give way to expressions of bigotry. 

The Labour Campaign for Travellers’ 
Rights exists to point out these contradictions 
and to support the struggle for human rights 
for travellers in Britain. It produces an 
excellent newsletter with powerful and 
moving photographs of _ the _ traveller 
community. It is aware that the struggle needs 
to be waged inside the labour movement as 
well as elsewhere, and the current issue of the 
newsletter points to two particular cases. 

In Calderdale the leader of the controlling 
Labour group on the council, David Helliwell, 
resigned after a hostile campaign by the 
Halifax Courier over a proposed site for 
travellers. The Labour group has now decided 
to stop dealing with the National Gypsy 
Council, despite a recommendation by the 
Department of the Environment. 

In Tameside the controlling Labour group is 
looking for a suitable sitewith no sense of 


written warning. This will remain on 
his file for five years. 

The case is the first to be brought 
under the brigade’s equal opportun- 
ities policy. Holden-Brookes denied 
that he had subjected a 22-year-old 
black administrative worker to racial 
abuse in an incident at the brigade’s 
headquarters in January. Twelve eye- 
witnesses testified that he had. 

Assistant chief fire officer David 
Jerrom said: “This kind of incident is 
completely out of character for the 
fire brigade and we will positively 
enforce our equal opportunities 
stance. There is no way we will allow 
this kind of thing to go on.”

The National Gypsy Council has now been 
excluded from involvement in the site 
selection process. 

Tameside Council continues to operate a 
harsh eviction policy against travellers and 
returns nil annual counts of travellers to the 
Department of the Environment. 

Also in the newsletter is an article on the 
national curriculum and a call by the Safe 
Childbirth for Travellers Campaign to contest 
inhumane evictions. The enhanced powers of 
eviction which local authorities get when they 
are “designated” (approved as_ having 
sufficient site places) are meant to be 
exercised “humanely and with due regard to 
health needs”. In reality this undertaking, and 
the health needs of women, are ignored. 

The campaign deserves to-be supported by 

everyone concerned with the human rights of 
minority groups in Britain. particularly by all 
who have encountered the brick wall of 
indifference at a local level.

The Burkes’ solicitor, Raju Bhatt, speaking 
after the court hearing, said: “It has become 
clear that a 70-year-old woman was 
maliciously accused of an offence which she 
had not committed. This was done to cover 
up for an unlawful and brutal assault on her 
by officers in Hackney.” 

The jury awarded Mrs Burke £20,000 for 
assault, £15,000 for false imprisonment and 
£15,000 for malicious prosecution. 

The police officers responsible for this 
appalling incident do not seem to have been 
disciplined in any way. 


Fascist abuse at 
mental hospital 


An inquiry into Ashworth top security 
special hospital has heard of 
systematic abuse of vulnerable and 
distressed patients. Nurses, most of 
whom are members of the Prison 
Officers Association, have displayed 
propaganda’ for fascist groups, 
including the British National Party. 
Susan Hope, a principal clinical psychologist, 
says she received a death threat through the 
hospital’s internal mail system when she tried 
to get BNP stickers taken down. 

When Ms Hope set up a therapy group for 
patients who were sex offenders, a list of the 
names of those to attend was displayed at one 
ward’s nursing station. Next to “treatment” 
the words “firing squad” had been added. 

A patient with brain damage allegedly had 
his hand held on an electric hot plate. His main 
meal and pudding were mixed together by 
staff on the grounds that “he ate like a pig”. 

One nurse boasted about submerging a 
patient’s head in the kitchen sink to test his 
breaking point, and boasted that he and others 
had sent a patient a live snake. 

In one particularly shocking incident a 
pig’s head was brought into a ward which 
was for the most vulnerable women patients. 
The head was photographed with 
thermometers in its mouth and used to control 
one woman, who was “mortally afraid” of the 
head. Women patients were also stripped 
naked and left in solitary confinement. 

Principal clinical psychologists Kate 
Williams and Moira Potier said patients 
complained of nurses calling them abusive 
names, such as wops, low grades, mess pots, 
slags, beasts and nigs. During one period staff 
on one ward “joked” with patients about 
“measuring them up for coffins”. 

Witnesses at the inquiry stressed that there 
were some very dedicated staff at Ashworth. 
Unfortunately, in the view of Moira Potier, 
most nursing staff were like sheep, easily 
influenced by a small group who “appear to 
enjoy the humiliation, oppression and abuse 
of vulnerable people in their total control.” 

The inquiry, chaired by Louis Blom Cooper 
QC, was set up to investigate allegations of 
abuse of patients at the 650-bed hospital, 
including claims that one patient, Sean Walton, 
died in solitary confinement after being beaten. 
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FROM THE THIRD 
REICH TO IRAQ 


The secret history of the supergun 


4 i he press has related at length 
and in great detail the complex 
and murky history of the 

development and construction of a 

“supergun” for Iraq by the Canadian- 

born rocket scientist Gerald Bull. 

What has emerged clearly, both from 

press investigation and from the 

proceedings of the Official Inquiry 
into the “supergun” affair, is that the 

‘spooks’ of British and US intelligence 

organisations have had their fingers in 

this very tacky pie for many years. In 
fact, intelligence organisations in 

Britain and North America have had 

links with “‘supergun” for the best part 

of 50 years. 


Much of the coverage devoted to the affair 
has concentrated on Gerald  Bull’s 
“invention”. Some of it has referred to a 74- 
year-old German prototype which was the 
subject, together with a high-altitude missile 
research project, of Bull’s book, The Paris 
Guns and Project HARP. 

Searchlight has been able to establish, from 
records in the National Archive of the former 
East Germany and from official British 
sources, that the Nazis, courtesy of the 
infamous Waffen-SS, beat Bull to it by more 
than a decade. They designed and built a 
“supergun”, and used it in Europe during the 
second world war. We have learned just how 
close Britain came to being the first target of 
such a weapon, nearly 50 years before Bull 
and his shady friends developed their plans to 
build one for Saddam Hussein. 

In 1942 the chief engineer of a German 
munitions manufacturer, the Roechlingshen 
Eisen und Stahlwerken, constructed a 
prototype apparatus for the firing of long- 
range missiles. August Coenders had based 
his construction on a French patent dating 
from 1918 (probably the “Paris gun” to which 
Bull later referred). According to Olaf 
Groebler, in the Zeitschrift fur 
Militdrgeschichte, Berlin 1977, the apparatus 
was known as Jausendfiissler (centipede) or 
Hochdruckpumpe (High Pressure Pump). It 
was intended to fire a missile of 144kg with a 
25kg payload of explosive by using an initial 
charge, supplemented by several additional 
charges located at intervals along a 130 metre 
tube. The range was estimated at 160 
kilometres. With firings every five minutes, 
25 or 50 such installations would be able to 
deliver 300 to 600 missiles on London every 
hour. 

In January 1943 the head of the firm, 
Hermann Roechling, had direct talks with 
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Hitler and Albert Speer, the Nazis’ 
Armaments Minister. He was able to persuade 
them to authorise development of the 
Hochdruckpumpe. In the late summer of 
1943, even before any test firings of missiles, 
construction commenced of a massive launch 
site at Mimoyecques in the Pas de Calais, 
only eight miles inland from the French coast. 
Test firings began in January 1944 on the 
island of Wollin. 

Meanwhile, in England, the Joint 
Intelligence Committee was aware of reports 
and aerial reconnaissance evidence that the 
Germans were probably experimenting with, 
and preparing sites for, the use of some form 
of new weaponry. According to the official 
HMSO History of British Intelligence in the 
Second World War, a special investigation, 
codenamed Bodyline, under the direct control 
of the then Joint Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Supply, Duncan Sandys, was 
set up in April 1943. Its task was to evaluate 
reports of activity at Peenemiinde in northern 
Germany, and in the Pas de Calais. 


A rocket for the Channel 
“Between the end of May [1943] and the end 
of June”, the history states, “the search for 
further intelligence produced some general 
warnings from POW [interrogated prisoners 
of war] and the SIS about the preparation of a 
long-range weapon for reprisals against the 
United Kingdom. The weapon was being 
called ‘a rocket weapon for the Channel’. The 
bombardment of southern England with guns 
having a range of 120 miles was to be 
expected shortly. According to _ other 
warnings, experiments with a new gun, ‘on 
the rocket principle’, with a range of several 
hundred kilometres, were finished, and the 
weapon would be ready by the autumn; guns 
with a range of up to 250 kilometres were a 
constant topic in military circles; and it had 
been learned from high official circles in 
Germany that large rocket-type projectors 
might be used against London at any time.” 

The Sandys investigation established the 
existence of rockets at Peenemiinde and of 
launch-site construction in France. However, 
what it was unable to establish at this stage 
was the exact nature of the weapons. It 
concentrated largely on the Peenemiinde 
intelligence, but had misgivings about the 
“long-range gun” reports. 

Sandys’ ninth report to the JIC, according 
to the official history, “revealed growing 
uncertainty, also, about the nature of the 
rocket. It concentrated on the possibility that, 
in view of recent reports about guns, the 
threat might come not only from a rocket of 
the type envisaged so far, but also from 


gunfire with a smaller projectile which might 
not be able to be tracked by radar. It 
accordingly recommended that sound ranging 
and flash spotting units should be set up on 
the coast to locate the gun positions.” 

Back in Germany, the Hochdruckpumpe 
was running into trouble. Four test firings 
took place up to May 1944, but the project 
was acquiring the air of a sensational flop. 
Werner Osenberg, the head of the Reich’s 
Scientific Planning Office, wrote to Martin 
Bormann, head of the Nazi Party Chancellery, 
on 8 May that the project was regarded as 
“experimental tinkering about, with no 
scientific method”. It was unlikely that this 
“industry-developed wonder-weapon” would 
ever be deployed. 

Hitler was well aware of the effect that 
allied bombing and the ever-decreasing 
effectiveness of the Luftwaffe was having on 
the morale of the German population. The 
development of new weapons which could be 
deployed against British civilians was of the 
utmost importance. The Vergeltungswaffen 
(revenge weapons), the V1 and V2, began to 
assume an new priority on the war-production 
front. The Hochdruckpumpe seemed destined 
to fade into military history. Enter the 
Waffen-SS. 

It is not generally known that in addition to 
the Wehrmacht and Luftwaffe experimental 
rocket programmes, the SS was busy at its 
own experimental site at Grossendorf, near 
Danzig (now Gdansk). Activity at 
Grossendorf intensified. The SS was not 
about to allow any project which might 
bolster morale, enhance its prestige and 
lessen the effectiveness of the growing 
resistance within the Reich, to founder. It kept 
the project very much alive, as_ its 
construction drawings of 1944 testify. 


The Peenemutnde raid 

In Britain, Sandys’ investigation pointed to 
the advisability of a bombing raid on the 
Peenemiinde (V1 and V2) rocket 
experimental site. On the night of 17-18 
August 1943, the raid took place, with 
extremely accurate targeting based on 
excellent photo-reconnaissance evidence 
“with the particular objectives of killing or 
injuring technical personnel and damaging 
the factory area and many of the 
installations”. In a review of the situation on 
21 August, Sandys was of the opinion that the 
post-bombing assessments of the 
Peenemiinde site confirmed his views about 
likely deployment dates. The official history 
records that “... reports continued on long- 
range guns in spite of the fact that experts had 
advised that no gun could fire a projectile for

more than about 100 miles unless the 
projectile was self-propelled for part of its 
flight.” 

The Peenemiinde raid on 17-18 August 
spurred the Nazis on to speed up the V- 
weapon programme. During a consultation on 
19 August straight after the raid, Hitler, who 
had been put in the picture on 8 July by the 
men in charge of the rocket developments, 
including Werner von Braun (after the war he 
was taken to the USA to become the ‘father’ 
of the American space programme), ordered a 
fresh effort on the rockets and at the same 
time sanctioned renewed emphasis on the 
construction of the Hochdruckpumpe, the 
supergun. Evidence indeed of the persuasive 
power of the SS! 


Busy Lizzie 

The gun had by now acquired another 
nickname, Fleissiges Lieschen (Busy Lizzie), 
and undergone some modifications. It was 
composed of a series of tubes, each five to six 
metres in length, which together formed a 
smooth-bore barrel of about 150 metres. On 
the sides at intervals were chambers with 
propellant charges which gave the missile a 
muzzle velocity of 1,600 metres per second 
and a range of 170 kilometres. The missile 
had a calibre of 150mm, was 2.5 metres long 
and weighed 65kg. At the rear end were 
arrow-form fins which unfolded after firing. 
Construction drawings made by the SS in 
November 1944 and located by Searchlight in 
the former East German National Archive, 
bear an unmistakable resemblance to the 
drawings and photographs of Gerald Bull’s 


“HARP 1” supergun. When United Nations 
representatives visited Iraq they discovered 
installations which were, judging by 
published photographs, — unquestionably 
reconstructions of the Waffen-SS launching 
equipment. 

In 1943, back in England, the Joint 
Intelligence Committee’s studies of the 
situation had led to bombing raids on 
suspected sites in northern France. By 
examination of aerial photographs it was 
possible, by 12 November to ascertain the 
extent of rocket weaponry and installations 
both in Peenemiinde and the Pas de Calais. 
As far as the latter went, certain sites had 
been identified and the evidence interpreted. 
The official history records: “Of a third type 
of site, incorporating a tunnel, only one had 
been located, at Mimoyecques Marquise; 
nothing was known of its purpose.” And later, 
referring to an assessment made on 19 March 
1944: “By that time, PR _ [photo- 
reconnaissance] had also disclosed that 
Mimoyecques was being developed on 
different lines from other sites, with emphasis 
on the construction of two tunnels, and an 
agent had reported that a concrete chamber 
was to be built near one of the tunnels for the 
installation of a tube, 40 to 50 metres long, 
which he referred to as a ‘rocket-launching 
cannon’. The agent’s report was correct; as 
we have seen, Mimoyecques was being 
developed for the Hochdruckpumpe and not 
for the V2.” 

The references to tunnels are simply 
explained by the fact that in such close 
proximity to the French coast and therefore 


well within range of allied reconnaissance 
and bombers, the launching ramps, which 
were fixed and of unusual length, needed to 
be largely underground. 

The official history later states: “By mid- 
March it was realised ... that Mimoyecques 
had developed along different lines [to other 
sites in France]. As a result of the bombing 
attacks in November work on only one tunnel 
was in progress, and had not been resumed on 
the western tunnel. A_ recent report, 
presumably from an SIS agent, had drawn 
attention to this and had connected the tunnel 
and its shafts with the launching of a large 
rocket. It had gone on to say that the works in 
the neighbourhood of the shafts would 
include a concrete turret forming a chamber 
in which a tube 40 to 50 metres long would 
be installed. The tube was described as a 
rocket-launching cannon. The shafts were 
described as ‘air holes to allow for the 
expansion of the gases released by the

explosion of the launching charge’. 


Slave labour 

The production of missiles being a priority 
for the Nazis, it could not be permitted to 
slow down as a result of allied bombing raids, 
which by March 1944 had reached massive 
proportions. After discussion with Albert 
Speer, Reichsmarschall Hermann Goering 
ordered Himmler, Reichsfiihrer-SS, to 
undertake the necessary steps for the 
construction of bomb-proof factories in caves 
or purpose-made tunnels. Why Himmler? 
Because, as Goering well knew, the SS had 
immediate access to countless thousands of 
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concentration camp prisoners for the purposes 
of slave labour. Himmler in turn placed 
Kammler, the head of Amtsgruppe C of the 
SS “commercial administration” headquarters 
in charge, and allocated Schutzhdftlinge 
(internees — Nazi-speak for camp prisoners) 
in sufficient numbers for the building and 
preparation of such factories. 

Missile production, by firms many of 
which are still household names in Germany 
today, was relocated to tunnel and cave-based 
factories. In the race to build first the 
factories and then the missiles, thousands of 
emaciated, terminally ill victims of the SS 
“commercial administration” slaved and died 
far from daylight in the stench and heat of 
hell-holes such as the Heimkehle, natural 
caverns which the Nazis had expanded, at the 


infamous Dora camp, an offshoot of 
Buchenwald. 
A hair's breadth 


At Mimoyecques and elsewhere in northern 
France, the sites for launching missiles were 
being bombed heavily by the Americans. 
When, after the June 1944 invasion of 
Normandy, the Nazi V-weapons were raining 
down on London, seizure of the launch sites, 
including the “supergun” ramps became a 
priority. The bombing, while it failed to halt 
the launch of the V1 and V2, did prove 
effective in halting the “supergun”. Britain 
itself had been saved by a hair’s breadth from 
yet another Nazi bombardment. However, a 
version of the weapon, with a barrel of 60 
metres, was used at the end of 1944 to 
bombard Antwerp from a distance of 70km. 
Other missiles were fired at Luxembourg in 
1945 by a “supergun”. 

It is safe to assume that when allied forces 
finally reached Mimoyecques, intelligence 
officers crawled all over “Busy Lizzie”. After 
the intense surveillance and investigation 
since the first signs of activity prompted the 
JIC to devote special resources to finding and 
understanding the rocket sites, it is 
inconceivable that ‘spooks’ from all corners 
would not have grabbed every bit of paper 
and photographed every nut and bolt before 
dismantling and shipping out significant 
components. Much of the end product of the 
Waffen-SS “supergun” project will doubtless 
have found its way to North America. 

Six years after the war, Gerald Bull joined 
the Canadian government’s Armament and 
Research Development Establishment, where 
he was employed to research ballistic 
missiles. In 1964, according to The Times, 
after a spell as a professor of engineering 
science at McGill University, Montreal, and 
still deeply involved with ballistics, he 
became Director of McGill’s Space Research 
Institute. The institute ran the Canadian end 
of the US/Canada HARP (High Altitude 
Research Project) programme. Millions of 
Canadian and US dollars flowed into the 
programme and the Americans put in their 
own man, from their Maryland ballistic 
research facility. 

The Americans needed a cheaper method 
of ballistic launching than was yet available. 
In their safes at the Pentagon or in Virginia, 
they had a possible answer in the Waffen-SS 
“supergun” and Gerald Bull had the drive and 
the expertise to develop an up-market 
version. By 1968 however, their interest 
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appeared, perhaps by design, to be over. 
Much as the Nazis in 1942 had temporarily 
lost faith and interest, so, it seemed, had the 
North American governments. However, this 
did not prevent the Canadians from giving 
Bull their most prestigious award for 
achievement in aeronautics, the McCurdy 
Award, for his HARP research and 
experiments. 

Bull’s “supergun” project was far from 
being abandoned, whatever the apparent 
attitude of America’s spooks and 
military/political axis. In 1968 he set up his 
own Space Research Centre, slap-bang on the 
US/Canadian border, and _ pursued his 
obsession. Clearly not totally disinterested in 
Bull and his “supergun”, the Americans, on 
the initiative of the extreme right-wing 
Southern Senator Barry Goldwater and 
friends, who put a motion to the US 
Congress, enacted special legislation to make 
Bull a US citizen. They backdated the 
citizenship for ten years. Just like the Waffen- 
SS some 30 years before, someone had an 
interest in keeping the research going. 


Back to Europe 

After serving three months of a six-month jail 
sentence for arms deals with South Africa, 
Bull moved his Space Research Centre to 
Europe, and the “supergun” was back on its 
home ground. Funding for the SRC was 
channelled through a very strange outlet: a 
branch of an Italian bank, the Banca 
Nazionale del Lavoro, in Atlanta, Georgia. 

At that point the saga of “Busy Lizzie”, 
brain-child of the Nazis and pet project of the 
Waffen-SS, began to enter the much more 
sinister phase that led to Bull’s assassination 
in Brussels in March 1990 and a series of 
mysterious and violent deaths of people 
tangled in the coils of a plot that may yet 
shake governments, and which became public

How the spirits of Himmler and other long- 
dead Nazis must be silently revelling in the 
knowledge that their once _ ridiculed 
“centipede” still crawls and that Israel might 
have become its target. How the surviving 
“old comrades” of the Waffen-SS, still 
boasting of their military prowess, must swell 
with pride as the 1990s version of their 
“supergun” attracts star billing as part of an 
international conspiracy. How the despairing 
sighs of the dead of Buchenwald must echo in 
the death-caves at Camp Dora, while sinister 
men shrink from the daylight of public 
exposure. The “supergun” may have ended its 
days in Iraq, but it was in Nazi Germany, 50 
years before, that it first took shape.

It would appear that neither the 
Liberal Democrat nor the Conservative 
saw any problem in sharing a platform 
with a racist, whereas the Labour Party 
and Greens refused point blank. 


This new Evangelical church 
movement also popped up in 
Leicestershire, where despite 


widespread protests, my old chum from 
the British National Party, John “Wanna 
buy a luger” Peacock, the candidate for 
Blaby, was invited to attend a meeting 
in a church in Enderby. Once again 
Labour and the Greens refused to share 
the platform but the Liberal Democrats 
and the Tories seemed to find no 
problem in spending an evening with 
this notorious nazi. It was nice to see, 
even with the short notice of the 
meeting, more than 50 anti-fascists 
picketing the church. But the three who 
got into the meeting got a very abusive 
reception from both the vicar and his 
flock, who seemed to be hanging onto 
every vile word Peacock uttered. 
Fortunately this church set-up, run by 
vicar Nigel Harrison, and its fellow 
church in Torbay appear to be outside 
the mainstream Church of England. It 
describes itself as the Council of Faiths. 
I hear there is a growing input into its 


operations from right-wing born-again 
Christians in the USA and that there 
may be some idea floating around of the 
formation of a European-style Christian 
Democratic party in Britain by these 
folks, with the assistance of a sitting 
Member of Parliament. 

Peacock and his fellow BNP 
candidate, Laurence Johnson, who 
stood in Erewash, had a very unhappy 
campaign, I hear. A march and rally in 
Lutterworth produced the amazing total 
of 11 participants, six waving flags and 
five looking extremely miserable. But 
Peacock’s misery didn’t end there. He 
was on the phone to party fiihrer John 
Tyndall whining about being the only 
person out canvassing on some 
evenings. Let it never be said that JT 
doesn’t look after his close nazi 
associates. Although he was_ being 
blamed for not getting the press packs 
out on time, JT did find time to write a 
personal letter to all the members in 
Leicestershire and Nottinghamshire 
ordering them out to support Peacock.

In Scotland, where I spoke at several 
meetings that had the support of the 
local populace, ranging from members 
of the Orange Order to devout 
Republicans who took time out from 
slagging each other off to pour their 
animosity into a campaign to minimise 
the effects of the BNP in Scotland, the 
BNP’s star candidate, Steve Cartwright, 
managed only to get 0.7% of the votes.

of Harry being turned loose on the 
media. David Bruce, a black-cab driver 
from north London and one of Tyndall’s 
most devoted disciples, was flung in 
instead to fight Edinburgh West. 

Anti-fascists were delighted to find 
they would only have Cartwright, 
standing in Glasgow Clydesdale, to 
oppose, after Bruce declared, in an 
interview with a local paper, that he did 
not have any time to come up to 
Scotland to campaign, in fact he was 
not even intending to come to the 
count. Well, David, for 133 votes, 0.3% 
of the poll, I don’t think I would have 
bothered either. 

The campaign did have its high spots. 
The civil war that raged between the 
NF and the BNP in the Bermondsey 
constituency in south London was a 
treat to observe. Having steadfastly 
campaigned in the area for over a year, 
the BNP was outraged when at the last 
moment Terry Blackham, the NF’s 
brainless London’ organiser, was 
wheeled in to split the vote. 

As it turned out, Steve Tyler for the 
BNP polled 1.4% and Blackham got 
0.4%, between them amassing only 698 
votes. Not much of a vote to split, but 
as it turned out, it was more a question 
of split lips. Blackham turned up to one 
activity sporting a black eye, cut face 
and masses of bruises and no, sooner 
had he opened his sports bag and 
produced a stick, he was back on his 
arse in the gutter. A very odd scene 
followed in which the BNP’s 
propaganda boss, Richard Edmonds, 
drove by with a van-load of boneheads, 
all of whom gave Blackham not a white 
power three-fingered salute but an old 
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fashioned two-fingered one, as he sat in 
the gutter. 

It has been suggested that the assault 
on the BNP candidate, Steve Tyler, and 
his agent, Jim White, a few days later 
may have been not unconnected with 
Blackham’s loss of face. Tyler suffered 
some minor injuries and White, a 
Customs officer, was knocked 
unconscious as they were about to set 
out canvassing. Some _ ungracious 
character in the NF rang Searchlight to 
crow about this and added the sinister 
suggestion that White was one of the 
key sources of the tear-gas canisters that 
are arriving from the continent into the 
hands of the BNP in such large numbers 
these days. Of course any connection 
between that suggestion and Mr White’s 
employment is purely coincidental. 

Possibly the biggest laugh of the 
campaign was ‘Terry Blackham’s 
election address, which voiced Mr 
Blackham’s concerns for Bermondsey 
as an area of violent crime. Mr 
Blackham must have been hit on the 
head once too often and be suffering 
from amnesia, as he has at least 19 
convictions for violence himself. Still, 
Tel, it takes one to know one. 

The attempt by Ken Henderson, a 
former squaddie and Tory, to put life 
into the BNP’s Rochdale campaign 
staggered from one crisis to another. 
Having failed a couple of months ago to 
hold a rally in the town, he made a

second bid during the election 
campaign. Unfortunately the BNP’s 
attempts to intimidate the opposition by 
attacking people’s homes, cars and the 
local Community Relations Council 
offices backfired. Even the local police’s 
illegal efforts in carrying out middle-of- 
the-night raids on anti-fascists’ homes 
without warrants did nothing to cool the 
ardour of the movement in the area. 

When Rochdale was chosen for one of 
the key rallies of the campaign, on 4 
April, with Richard Edmonds, Richard 
Heaton and John Peacock being brought 
in to give a morale boost to the local 
nazis, everything went wrong. The pub 
chosen as a redirection point wisely shut 
its doors and even its car park to the 
imported thugs. Their police escort had 
problems in transporting them because 
the BNP minibuses had flat tyres. 

When 30 of them managed to gather at 
the Lord Nelson pub and started to fight 
with anti-fascists, it ended in a mass 
retreat by the nazis from the area. Alan 
Payne from Manchester was left in the 
lurch by his comrades and I am told he 
got run over by a large crowd of very 


angry local people. No doubt Mr Payne 
was surveying the area for another 
Jewish or Muslim cemetery to desecrate, 
as is his wont. 

By this stage the local police were so 
exasperated at having been landed with 
BNP members from various parts of the 
country, that they responded to pleas by 
the landlord of the Lord Nelson pub for 
the BNP to be left alone, as they were 
such nice people, by putting him in a 
headlock and giving him a few digs. It 
was only his near hysterical wife’s 
intervention that saved him from being 
carted off.

city to bring together Anti-Nazi League 
members and members of Anti-Racist 
Alliance, who had arrived in a minibus 
from London, failed and so the nazis 
were not confronted. The price was paid 
by the ARA members when they left the 
area, as their minibus was ambushed at a 
local motorway service area. Morse’s 
solitary piece of press coverage 
described him as a candidate with a 
criminal past. 

It was in east London, where the BNP 
has for the last three years been working 
among unemployed white youths and on 
rundown estates, that the party reaped 
some reward. Tyndall, standing in Bow 
and Poplar, took 1,107 votes, 3% of the 
poll, and Richard Edmonds, standing in 
the next constituency, Bethnal Green 
and Stepney, polled 3.6% or 1,310 
votes. 

Clearly Tyndall’s insistence on having 
the maximum effort made where he was 
standing and the long-term investment 
of activity, such as standing in local 
elections, involvement in local racist 
campaigns and the regular Sunday 
attendance at the street market in Brick 
Lane to sell publications, produced a 
dividend. 

What is even more worrying is the 
fact that a large percentage of the local 
population is black and they certainly 
would not have voted BNP — it would 
have been like turkeys voting for 
Christmas. So in reality it means the 
fascists’ vote was something like 5 or 
6% of the white electorate. If we had 
proportional representation and _ they 
were competent enough to work other 
similar inner city areas, they would be at 
the threshold of electing candidates. 

The decision of the Liberal Democrat 
controlled Tower Hamlets council to let 
the BNP back into York Hall was 
astonishing in the light of the still 
pending action against the BNP which 
conned its way into the building for its 
annual general meeting last year by 
using a false name. 
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Over 400 policemen protected 184 
BNP members from an_anti-fascist 
crowd nearly 1,000 strong outside the 
hall. Searchlight monitored the secret 
redirection point for the fascists, the 
Carlton pub in Bancroft Road, whilst I 
am told anti-fascists occupied the other 
BNP watering hole in the area, the 
Weavers Arms. 

While a number of anti-fascists were 
arrested outside the hall for doing little 
more than chanting and throwing the 
odd placard, it appears that several BNP 
members had severe difficulties after the 
meeting. 

Although the BNP failed dismally at 
the ballot box, the party raised large 
sums of money during the campaign and 
also attracted a lot of potential 
supporters and members. 

In Leicester Dennis Taylor stood on an 
independent ticket as a homeland 
candidate on an openly racist platform 
against the black MP Keith Vaz, who 
was re-elected. Whilst only polling 
0.6%, he added through his election 
address a fair amount of poison to an 
area that was once a racist stronghold. 

But it was in Cheltenham, where John 
Taylor, a black barrister, was fighting to 
retain the seat for the Conservatives, that 
sheer unadulterated racism broke 
through in the campaign. Melvyn 
Rendell, standing for the  Anti- 
Federalists, had Stuart Millson, the one- 
time boss of the Federation of 
Conservative Students, which was 
closed down by the Conservatives, 
acting as his agent. After leaving FCS 
Millson had first joined the BNP and 
later the Monday Club. 

It was the cowardly and vicious racist 
attacks on John Taylor that were 
probably the most disturbing element of 
the whole election, leaving aside 
Kenneth Baker and John Major’s 
attempt to play the race card in the final 
week of the election. As I travelled 
around the country in the last week of 
the campaign, I looked at the hordings 
with the final Conservative poster that 
depicted John Major surrounded by his 
vision of Britain’s future — three white 
children dressed in grammar school 
clothes. 

I must say that I have a great deal of 
respect for Taylor’s dignity when he 
failed to win Cheltenham and my 
respect grew when I saw the material 
that arrived at Searchlight’s office the 
day after the election, clearly the 
product of a warped and sick mind. The 
anonymous purveyor of this filth calls 
himself Waspman. My advice to him is: 
mind you don’t get stung. 

In at least two constituencies the BNP 
pulled its age-old stroke of conning 
elderly people to sign nomination papers 
without telling them what it was they 
were actually signing. Investigations by 
returning officers and the police are 
under way in _ Darlington and 
Peterborough. The remarks about the 
BNP of some of the people who were 
conned and their sons and daughters are 
unrepeatable.

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Question marks are hanging over the future 
of German Chancellor Helmut Kohl after 
support for fascist parties surged massively in 
German regional elections held in the states 
of Baden-Wiirttemberg and Schleswig- 
Holstein on 5 April. 

In ominous election breakthroughs at 
opposite ends of the country, ex-Waffen SS 
man Franz Schonhuber’s Republikaner Partei 
(REP) snatched 11% of the vote in the 
southern state of Baden-Wiirttemberg and the 
nazi Deutsche Volksunion (DVU), friends of 
the antisemitic and nazi historian David 
Irving, took 6.4% in the northern region of 
Schleswig-Holstein. 

Both fascist parties came in third behind 
the two main parties, Helmut Kohl’s 
Christian Democratic Union (CDU) and the 
Social Democrats (SPD), who lost heavily. 
For these parties the vote was a disaster. For 
Kohl’s Bonn coalition partners, the Liberal 
FDP, trailing behind the fascists, it was a 
catastrophe.

The ruling CDU-FDP coalition now looks 
decidedly shaky as support for both partners 
nose-dived. Speculation is growing that Kohl 
might be replaced by former interior minister 
Schéuble or the new hardline defence 
minister Volker Riihe, both of whom have 
been identified with the CDU’s plunge into 
nationalism. 

Riihe told reporters that the “big winners in 
the elections are the right-radicals”. His 
assessment is absolutely accurate. The CDU’s 
tactic of “outflanking” the fascists by 
adopting their anti-refugee language has been 
a total flop, succeeding only in unleashing 
virulent, aggressive nationalism and racism. 

In both states, tens of thousands of voters, 
seduced by the vicious racist campaigns run 
by the fascist parties in what has been termed 
the Asylum election, deserted the CDU, SPD 
and FDP and flocked to the fascist banner. 
They evidently preferred to cast their votes 
for the real thing. 

In Baden-Wiirttemberg, early scientific 
estimates indicate that the REP took 170,000 
votes from the CDU and 110,000 from the 
SPD, a trend repeated in Schleswig-Holstein, 


4,000 neo-nazis attend the DVU annual stiaring | in Passau, 


where the CDU was the main loser to the 
DVU but the SPD also lost 30,000 votes to 
the nazis. 

The fact that race and the refugee question 
were turned into the main issue was made 
glaringly apparent by surveys which showed 
that 41% of voters listed the so-called 
Asylum debate as the key theme. 

DVU member Ingo Stawitz re-emphasised 
this in an interview with ARD television 
when he declared that the twin fascist 
successes proved that “Germans are no longer 
prepared to tolerate the invasion of hundreds 
of thousands of foreigners from Africa and 
Asia.” 

The votes polled in the two states showed 
that 13% of the REP poll and 7.4% of the 
DVU vote was won in urban areas. Support 
was particularly heavy among _ voters 
under 30years of age and industrial workers 
in the bigger cities, where the fascists 
exploited resentment against foreigners with 
claims that “they are taking jobs from 
Germans”. 

The elections have given the REP 15 seats 
in the Baden-Wiirttemberg parliament in 
Stuttgart and the DVU six in the Schleswig- 
Holstein parliament in Kiel. 

It is interesting to note that the REP was 
not able to reproduce its southern success in 
the north, where it got less than 1%. This 
stems from the fact that the REP has little 
organisational structure outside the southern 
states of Baden-Wiirttemberg and Bavaria. 

The REP vote was a vote for fascism, 
irrespective of the party label. The same is 
true of the DVU vote in the north, where that 
party was able to grab votes because it was 
better organised and better known. 

The new fascist surge is based on much 
heightened political activity and a growing 
nationalist frenzy in Germany. On the day 
before the elections, more than 10,000 
supporters of the Bund der Vertriebenen, who 
represent the four million expellees from the 


former German-speaking territories in eastern 
Europe, gathered in Berlin to demand the 
return of Silesia and the Sudetenland to 
Germany. 

At the same time 1,000 neo-nazis marched 
through Dresden to demand that the acquitted 
killers of the neo-nazi chief Rainer Sonntag, 
who was shot dead last May in a gangland 
brawl, should be executed. 

The mounting climate of race hate and 
violence in Germany must now become a 
central question for democratic, anti-fascist 
and anti-racist organisations internationally.

German justice fails victims of neo-nazi terror 


After almost a year, the killers of Jorge 
Gomondai, a 28-year-old Mozambican, have 
been formally charged in _ Leipzig. 
Astonishingly, the three accused have not 
been charged with either murder or attempted 
murder but with grievous bodily harm. 

According to numerous witnesses who saw 
the fascist attack on Gomondai in April last 
year, he was hurled from a moving tram and 
suffered severe head injuries from which he 
died a few days later. 

But the Leipzig prosecutor’s office took a 
different view and to explain the lesser 
charges argued it was possible that Gomondai 
jumped from the tram to escape his assailants, 
who had not intended to kill him. 

This judicial sleight of hand has become all 
too frequent in recent months as some of the 
fascists and racists who have been involved in 
the 2,368 violent racist attacks last year — 10 
times more than in 1990 — have been slowly 
brought into courtrooms only to leave them 
very rapidly and not always in the direction 
of the cells. 

Since December the courts have begun to 
process the cases of nazis arrested during 
1989, 1990 and last year. But compared to the 
scale of the violence perpetrated, the numbers 
are pitifully small. 

The first case arising from September’s 
infamous pogrom in Hoyerswerda was only 
heard in December when a 19-year-old Hitler 
imitator and supporter of the Deutsche 
Volksunion was given 15 months in a youth 
prison after being convicted of flinging a 
petrol-bomb through the windows of a 
refugee centre in Dresden. 

What was particularly interesting in this 
case was the fact that the nazi, named only as 
Kai H, was given a sentence which could be 
changed after six months to one of probation 
and community work. The pattern has varied 
as the following catalogue of prosecutions 
shows: 

e 19 December 1991, Gottingen, Oliver 
Simon, an 18-year-old Freiheitliche Deutsche 
Partei (FAP) nazi, jailed for six years for 
manslaughter of soldier Alexander Selchow 
on | January 1991 after a 20-day trial. His 
accomplice, Sven Scharf, also a FAP member, 
was given only four weeks’ preventive 
detention. 

e 19 December 1991, Koblenz, Theo Luck, 
former mayor of Linz, convicted and fined 
£1,000 for giving a Hitler salute in public. 

e 30 December 1991, Bremen, two youths 
and a man accused on arms charges and for 
attempted murder following an attack on a 
refugee centre on 3 October. None of the 
accused said to belong to a political group. 
Case still not brought to trial. 

e 14 January, Duisburg, formal judicial 
investigation begins against the three nazi 
boneheads (FAP supporters) who _petrol- 
bombed the refugees’ hostel in Hunxe in 
October 1991 in which two small Lebanese 
girls were severely burned. Charges include 
attempted murder. Case not yet tried. 
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e 18 January, Berlin, two nazi bonehead 
youths convicted for malicious wounding: 
shooting two customers with a gas pistol in 
an attack on a Neukdlln pub. Both fined 
£140. 

e 22 January, Frankfurt an der Oder, it is 
reported that since June 1991 neo-nazis, the 
majority aged between 17 and 21 years old, 
have been charged in more than 146 cases. 
Offences have included attacks on Polish 
people, raids on the homes of Soviet army 
personnel, rioting on the Polish frontier and 
damaging Polish buses. In 25 cases charges 
were dropped and in 16 only probationary 
sentences were imposed. 

e 27 January, Stuttgart, three young fascists, 
all employed and supporters of Kiissel’s nazi 
Bewegung, jailed for three, two and two years 
respectively for conducting an orgy of wilful 
destruction and nazi slogan-daubing at five 
Jewish cemeteries in Baden-Wiirttemberg 
between December 1989 and August 1990. 

e 29 January, Frankfurt an der Oder, four 
racist youths convicted for robbery, malicious 
wounding and criminal damage in motorway 
attacks on Poles and Romanians. The four are 
jailed for terms of between three years and 10 
months. 

e 4 February, Siegburg, neo-nazi Michael 
Springwald, 20, jailed for one year for a 
series of offences for his part in four separate 
violent assaults on political opponents and 
foreigners. 

e 12 February, Ravensburg, a 19-year-old 
bonehead member of the DVU jailed for five 
years for the murder of a 34-year-old 
Angolan in Friedrichshafen in July 1991. 

e 13 February, Frankfurt am Main, a fascist 
from the so-called Freie Wahlergemeinschaft 
(FWG) is fined £500 for an attack on a 
passer-by during an  anti-fascist protest 
against the FWG. 

e@ 25 February, Koblenz, a six-year jail 
sentence handed out to Alexander Tieze, a 
20-year-old member of the nazi Taunus Front 
and supporter of the Nationalistische Front, 
for the brutal stabbing of a 17-year-old 
Kurdish refugee on 28 December 1990. 

@ 27 February, three fascist boneheads given 
18 months’ probation for their part in igniting 
the Hoyerswerda pogrom. The judge refused 
to consider the political dimension of the 
case. 

e 18 March, Darmstadt, a 29-year-old active 
supporter of the Nationaldemokratische Partei 
Deutschlands jailed for 20 months after 
smashing a metal pipe across the face of a 59- 
year-old Social Democrat in June 1989. 

e 20 March, Kassel, seven racists, not 
identified as belonging to any fascist group, 
fined between £180 and £400 for wrecking a 
refugee hostel in Kassel on 3 October last 
year. 

e 24 March, Bonn, two students and a car 
mechanic given probation terms of between 
one and two years for daubing nazi slogans 
and petrol-bombing a refugee home. 

@ 27 March, Perleberg, jail terms of 15 to 18 


months imposed on four racists who took part 
in an attack in which a young Namibian was 
thrown from a fourth floor balcony of a 
workers’ hostel in Wittenberge. The four, 
who were described by the judge as a “lynch 
mob”, were part of a 40-strong armed gang 
who carried out a planned racist attack. 

People like Germany’s Federal Attorney- 
General, Alexander von Stahl, continue to 
claim loudly that racist and nazi violence is 
“spontaneous” and has “nothing to do with 
right-wing terrorism”. 

But it is noteworthy that many of those 
convicted for violence belong to, are activists 
of, or have very close links with fascist and 
neo-nazi organisations including the FAP, the 
DVU, the NF, the Taunus Front, the 
Bewegung and the NPD. 

In effect, the neo-nazi right in Germany 
represents a criminal conspiracy, an organised 
terrorist association of thugs, law-breakers, 
would-be killers and real murderers. 

Germany has laws, which are used 
frequently against the left, to deal with 
“organised terrorist associations”, namely 
paragraphs 129 and 129a of the Constitution. 
It appears that application of these laws is 
ruled out as far as the architects of nazi 
mayhem are concerned. 

Equally interesting from a study of the 
arrest and prosecution statistics is the fact that 
most of those charged are young — under 30 
years old — and that most are employed, often 
coming from the ranks of skilled workers. 

In most of the court cases cited above, 
defence lawyers acting for clients under the 
age of 20 went to great lengths to point out 
that their clients came from “good” or 
“comfortable” backgrounds. 

The reality of the social background of 
those most willing to engage in various forms 
of brutal action sharply contradicts the 
notions frequently rehearsed from both from 
judges’ benches and political platforms. 

These notions have been summed up by 
one of Germany’s most perceptive anti-fascist 
journalists, Bernd Siegler, who says that the 
perpetrators are almost invariably described 
as being “without political background or 
without confirmed ideology and organisation” 
and “as socially uprooted, unemployed, as 
victims of the high divorce rate, as lacking in 
perspective, orientation and leisure 
opportunities ... that is, not as perpetrators 
but as victims.” 

This twisted view of an_ increasingly 
lawless reality, which is forcing growing 
numbers of asylum seekers and foreigners to 
seek refuge in other European states out of 
naked fear, is combined with a complete lack 
of will on the part of the German government 
to crack down on the nazis. 

The fact that in only 57 cases, out of the 
2,368 officially admitted criminally violent 
racist actions last year, were those suspected 
of being responsible taken into custody while 
investigations proceeded testifies loudly and 
clearly to that lack of will. 


DVU hosts 
“illegal” Irving 


Neo-nazi gatherings sparked off serious 
counter-demonstrations and large-scale police 
violence in Passau and Leipzig in March. 

The Passau event was the annual beanfeast 
of Dr Gerhard Frey’s nazi Deutsche 
Volksunion (DVU), held as usual in the city’s 
cavernous Nibelungenhalle. 

Frey’s rally was almost a carbon copy of 
previous ones, except for the fact that 
numbers were very much down: only 4,000 
(the DVU claims 7,000), compared with 
about 8,000 last year. 

Apart from the numbers it was more of the 
same. The faithful got the obligatory sermon 
from Frey and David Irving was wheeled in 
to bleat, under a giant banner proclaiming

Deutschland iiber Alles, that Germany “must 
keep the Deutschmark” and to accuse those 
responsible for asylum policy of “betrayal of 
the German ‘volk’.” 

It is interesting that while Irving, who 
remains officially banned from Germany, 
addressed his star-struck fellow Hitler fans 
inside the hall — many of them boneheads in 
camouflage outfits — police outside were 
battering many of the 2,000 anti-fascists who 
were holding a protest rally addressed by 
nazi-hunter Beate Klarsfeld. 

After attacking the anti-fascists, police 
snatch-squads waded into them to make 83 
arrests. Before the demonstration, police at 
the nearby German-Czechoslovak frontier 
turned back Czech anti-nazis who had 
planned to join the protest in Passau. 

After the anti-fascist demonstration had 
dispersed, bands of DVU supporters marched 
through the town giving Hitler salutes and 
shouting “Red front perish”. No arrests were 
made. 

Irving’s Passau appearance was part of a 
mini tour in what seems to be his adoptive 
homeland. The Passau leg, performing for the 
pseudo-respectable DVU, was notably public. 
Less public was the fact that his other 
meetings were for some of Germany’s most 
violent nazis. 

In particular, Irving was down to speak at 
meetings organised by the openly Hitlerite 
Nationale Offensive at Engen in Baden- 
Wiirttemberg on 18 March and in Augsburg 
the next day. 

Both meetings had the same theme: “The 
crimes of Dresden”, a reference to the allied 
bombing of the city during the war against 
Hitler. 

Irving’s hardline hosts in the Nationale 
Offensive (NO) split from the Freiheitlich 
Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (FAP) in June 1990 
and are based in Augsburg, from where their 
paper Deutsche Beobachter (German 
Observer) openly advertises on behalf the 
banned US-based NSDAP-AO. 

Recent NO activities have included 
mobilising for the annual Rudolf Hess 
commemoration and trying to intimidate 
veteran nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal at the 


Stuttgart trial of SS_ killer Josef 
Schwammberger. 

In Leipzig on 21 March, NO activists 
trailed their coats through the city in a march 
against “drugs and foreigners”, along with 
Christian Worch’s Nationale Liste and a rag- 
bag of four hundred other fascist flotsam. 

Again, while allowing wholesale violation 
of the law by Hitler-saluting nazis, police 
were in action against anti-fascists, arresting 
13 of them. 

But the occasion was not an altogether 
happy one for the nazis. Soon after they 
assembled, the skies opened in a torrential 
downpour and their chief steward, Hamburg 
thug Thomas “Steiner” Wulff, had great 
trouble keeping his increasingly bedraggled 
specimens of the ‘master race’ in any kind of 
recognisable marching order. “Drowned rats”, 
commented one observer appositely.

Haider takes control 


Jorg Haider, the yuppie fascist leader of the 
Austrian Freedom Party (FPO), has tightened 
his grip on the party machine, after entering 
the Austrian parliament to a chorus of booing 
and cat-calls from anti-nazis in the public 
gallery. 

The protesters, from a group called Stop 
Them Starting, showered the assembly below 
with leaflets saying “we want no fihrer 
state”. They forced the Vienna parliament 
session to be halted for ten minutes while 
order was restored. 

Haider’s entry into parliament followed 
moves to tighten his grip on the FPO by 
arranging the resignation of the relatively 
liberal former FPO parliamentary fraction 
chief, Norbert Guggerbauer. The departure of 
Guggerbauer paved the way for Haider to 
replace him in preparation for elections which 
he believes will take place later this year 


following a collapse of the present coalition. 

His take over of the FPO’s parliamentary 
leadership followed his reaffirmation as party 
leader after he presented his followers with a 
“pack me 100% or I go” ultimatum. The 
threat came after two scandals erupted within 
the FPO following racist remarks by the 
party’s education chief, Andreas Mé6lzer, 
about the “threat of dilution of the German 
people through immigration”. 

Publicity surrounding Mdlzer’s comments 
sparked the resignation of the leader of the 
FPO’s liberal wing, Georg Mautner Markhof, 
amidst a welter of accusations about the use 
of nazi terminology. 

The crisis was compounded when FPO 
presidential candidate Heidi Schmidt 
ventured some lukewarm _ support for 
Markhof. Haider’s reaction was volcanic. He 
returned to Vienna, took his seat in the 
Austrian parliament and unleashed a barrage 
of threats to withdraw support for Schmidt. 

Haider is now the sole leader of the FPO 
and he has pledged to return to power in 


Carinthia where he was sacked from his 
governor’s post last year after making a pro- 
Hitler speech. 

He also plans to use his newly won position 
as a launch pad from which to renew the 
racist, anti-immigrant agitation which won 
his party a staggering 22.6% of the vote in 
elections in Vienna last November. 

At the same time as Haider was vowing to 
return to Carinthia, controversy was raging in 
the Stuttgart organisation of the FPO’s 
equivalent in Germany, the Liberal FDP, over 
an invitation to Haider to address a party 
gathering in the city. 

The row started after a local FDP branch 
invited the Austrian rightist to speak at an 
election meeting on 17 March, and flared up 
into a national scandal involving frantic 
efforts by the party’s national president, Graf 
Lambsdorff, to ban the event. 

The invitation was eventually withdrawn 
after local party officials invoked the party’s 
rules to prevent the offending branch from 
repeating the exercise. 
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French fascists’ support grows 


March’s regional elections in France brought 
mixed fortunes for Jean-Marie Le Pen’s 
fascist Front National (FN). Though it 
consolidated its position, its vote fell short of 
the breakthrough anticipated by the 
international press and feared by anti-fascists. 

The fascist party, which with 150,000 
members is Europe’s biggest, scored 13.9% 
nationwide, an increase of 4% on _ its 
performance in the last regional elections six 
years ago, with vicious racist and anti- 
immigrant slogans and huge dollops of 
antisemitism from Le Pen’s acolytes. 

In the southern Provence-Alpes-Cote 
d’Azur region, where it had been expected 
that the FN would notch up as much as 30%, 
its vote trailed at 23.3%, 5% behind the 
conservative Union pour France, which 
grabbed 33% nationally. 

Indeed it was only in Nice, scene of a local 
election two months ago in which the FN got 
38% of the vote, that the party made the 
predicted inroads. Here the chief FN 
candidate was Le Pen himself and he topped 
the poll with 30%, ten points less than had 
been predicted. 

For France’s ruling Socialist Party the 
elections were an unmitigated and 
humiliating disaster; the worst result in 24 
years. President Mitterrand’s party got the 
backing of a pitiful 18.3% nationally and in 
many places was beaten into third place by

Much of the Front National’s increased 
voting support appears to come from the 
ranks of the French working class, 
according to early studies of March’s 
regional ballots. 

Analysis of election returns and 
exit polls indicate that the fascists are no 


longer the stereotype party of 
shopkeepers, small businesspeople and 
middle-class pensioners, but have begun 
to make strong inroads into the 
industrial working class. 

Significantly the FN confirmed the 
pattern, first noted six years ago, of

the fascists. 

The rest of the left fared little better with 
the Communists stagnating at 8% and the 
extreme left gathering a derisory 1.2%. Only 
for the deeply split Greens was there 
consolation. The official Greens took 6.8% 
and their factional rivals, Génération 
Ecologique, 7.1%. 

It is clear that the fascist FN is now a force 
to be reckoned with on the French political 
stage. In numerous regions, like the former 
‘red belt’ Ile de France near Paris, it will hold 
the balance of power and will be able to push 
the political agenda still further rightwards. 

Though the conservative Union pour 
France has discounted any pacts with the FN, 
the final relationship of forces will probably 
rapidly wipe out that commitment, especially 
in view of the fact that its two components, 
ex-prime minister Jacques Chirac’s RPR and 
ex-president Valéry Giscard d’Estaing’s UDF, 
have separately little more support than Le 
Pen’s fascists. 

An important factor in the results was a 
higher than expected turn-out of voters. More 
than 68% of voters cast their votes, possibly 
the outcome of fear that a large abstention 
would enhance the advance of the FN. A 
week before the poll it had been predicted 
that fewer than 50% would vote. 

Another factor was the emergence, even if 
belated, of some spirited opposition to Le Pen

winning more votes than either the 
Socialists or the Communists in the so- 
called “red belt” around Paris. 

An exit poll conducted by the BVA 
Institute found that the Front’s 19% 
support among workers exactly matched 
that of both the ruling Socialists and the 
conservative Union pour France. A 
further examination by the Ipsos 
Institute concluded that the working- 
class vote amounts to about 28% of the 
fascists’ total 13.9% electoral support. 
Especially worrying are signs that the 
FN was able to pull in increased support 
from young people in the 18-25 age 
group, among whom unemployment 
currently stands at 28%. 
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and the FN. Commenting on his result, the 
fascist chief said: “Throughout the campaign 
the Front has been a target for violent and 
defamatory attacks.” This was a reference to 
clashes in recent days between his supporters 
and anti-fascist demonstrators. 

In several cities, including Lille, 
Strasbourg, Grenoble, Nancy and Caen, 
militant demonstrations by thousands of anti- 
FN protesters made the fascist campaign very 
difficult and prompted brutal retaliation in 
Chartres a week before the election, when a 
50-strong FN paramilitary goon squad 
attacked and seriously injured anti-fascists 
outside an FN meeting. 

The fascists’ frustration also got the better 
of them at a local meeting in the town of 
Bagnoles-sur-Céze, where part of the FN’s 
security troop opened fire and shot a 20-year- 
old opponent in the arm and lung. A fascist 
has now been charged with the shooting. 

The FN demonstrated in these incidents the 
violence, never far from the surface, that it 
would institutionalise if it got anywhere near 
real power. At present levels of support, it 
would win 70 seats in France’s 577 seat 
parliament if a general election were called. 

The left-wing daily Libération described 
the results as a “success but not a victory for 
the FN”. Le Pen, despite his disappointment, 
saw it differently — as part of his inexorable 
rise to power. 

“IT am certain”, he declared, “that neither 
the left nor the right will be able to resolve 
the problems of immigration, insecurity and 
unemployment ... nor will they halt the rise 
of Aids, drugs and political corruption.” 

In France’s current fragmented political 
situation, political chaos will benefit him and 
heighten the delusion that he can solve these 
problems. 

This view is not shared by media wisdom, 
uttered by the likes of Paul Webster in the 
Guardian, which has it that “the FN may 
have reached its upper limit with 3.3 million 
voters ... French political history is full of 
precedents in which extreme right-wing 
parties inflate themselves like bullfrogs 
before blowing up in_ their own 
contradictions.” 

Le Pen, however, has proved to be anything 
but a blip on the political radar screen. It 
would be dangerous folly to rule out in the 
future the breakthrough that eluded him this 
time. 

Despite the poor vote for the Socialist 
government and _ president Mitterrand’s 


decision to sack his hapless prime minister, 
Edith Cresson, Mitterrand has come back 
fighting. 

Since his resistance days he has had a 
reputation for being both a ruthless and a 
tenacious operator. The appointment of his 
able finance minister, Pierre Bérégovoy, to 
the post of prime minister is a clear indication 
that he is falling back on his old close circle 
of associates. Mr Bérégovoy is the son of 
Ukrainian immigrants and a former railway 
worker who served in the resistance against 
the nazis. 

Among his immediate Cabinet 
appointments is Bernard Tapie for the key 
position of minister for urban affairs. Tapie, 
48, the man who fought the FN in France’s 
deep south, clearly knows a fascist when he 
sees one. During the campaign he suggested 
that his fascist opponent was a bastard and 
anyone who voted for him was of a similar 
ilk. 

Maybe the actions of anti-fascists on the 
streets across France in the last two weeks of 
the election campaign and the fascist terror 
against them have begun to jolt France out of 
its complacency about what Le Pen really 
represents for its future and that of Europe. 

At the height of the regional election 
campaign, Cardinal Albert Decourtray, the 
Archbishop of Lyons, sounded public 
warnings of the dangers of a “new Hitler”. He 
may not be far wrong. 


Le Pen aid worked for 
Gestapo 


One of the French fascist boss Jean Marie Le 
Pen’s top aids has been exposed as a former 
agent of the nazi Gestapo. The satirical 
newspaper Canard Enchainé revealed that 
Paul Malaguti belonged to the French fascist 
collaborationist group, the Parti Populaire 
Frangais, during the war and that in 1944 he 
was involved in a massacre of hostages. 

According to the paper Malaguti was one 
of a group who stood guard outside a hotel in 
Cannes while the hostages, who included a 
pregnant woman, were executed. At least two 
witnesses have confirmed his presence at the 
murders. 

For his part in this he was sentenced to 
death in 1945, but fled before returning in 
1953 when he learned he had been given an 
amnesty. Later Malaguti became Jean Marie 
Le Pen’s bodyguard when the fascist leader 
was a lieutenant in the French army. He was a 
leading Front National candidate in the 
March regional elections. 

Meanwhile a Paris court has decided to 
reopen the case of the former Lyon militia 
chief Paul Touvier, who is charged with 
crimes against humanity for his part in the 
murder of Jews and resistance fighters in 
nazi-occupied France. Despite this move 
Touvier’s lawyers have expressed confidence 
that their client, who was sheltered for 44 
years by Catholic fundamentalists who are 
today linked with Le Pen’s FN, will not have 
to stand trial. 

Touvier’s case would be the first in which a 
leading Vichy regime official would stand 
trial for crimes against humanity. Prosecutors 
are demanding that yet more charges are 
brought following an investigation of Roman 
Catholic Church archives.

Faurisson given the 
bum’s rush 


Robert Faurisson, the French Auschwitz-liar 
and convicted criminal, was shown the door 
by Swedish anti-fascists when he tried to hold 
meetings in Stockholm in March. 

Both Faurisson and his host, fellow 
criminal Ahmed Rami, were seen on 
television showing a clean pair of heels as 
they fled along a street with angry anti- 
fascists in hot pursuit. Running almost as fast 
were Faurisson’s minders from the nazi 
bonehead Storm network. 

In charge of Faurisson’s security were 
members of Leif Larsson’s Sweden’s Future 
organisation and its so-called military arm, 
which boasts the title The Guard. 

They failed miserably in their task but 
Rami too was no help. He had called a public 
outdoor meeting to greet the French 
antisemite. It must have been one of the 
shortest public meetings on record, lasting all 
of 15 seconds before Faurisson, Rami and 
their protectors were run off the scene by a 
score of anti-fascists from Stoppa Rasismen 
and other anti-racist groups. 

Though the fascists’ plans for further 
public displays were hastily shelved, Swedish 
anti-fascists were not able to prevent Rami 
from featuring Faurisson on his Radio Islam 
programme. 

As if to compensate for the humiliation he 
suffered on the streets, Rami went in for 
overkill with two all-night broadcasts lasting 
a total of 13 hours, in which Faurisson 
peddled his racist theories and answered calls 
from the programme’s listeners. 

The Faurisson exercise represents Rami’s 
latest venture into the revisionist marshland 
and indicates clearly that he has now 
abandoned his earlier pretence to academic 
objectivity by lining up with neo-nazis across 
the globe and with the violent Storm network 
in Sweden. 


The new hardline approach seems to be - 


paying off. In Sweden Rami has gathered 
around himself a whole circus of,nazi fanatics 
and a_ sprinkling of neurotic misfits, 
conspiracy theory aficionados and so-called 
concerned citizens. 

On an international level, doors are opening 
to Rami in almost every quarter. He moves 
comfortably from Swiss-based Algerian 
Islamic fundamentalists to Arab-hating 
racists, all united in pursuit of the Holy Grail 
or, more precisely, the Golden Key that will 
unlock the hidden truth of the “great Jewish 
conspiracy”. 

About a year ago we predicted that Rami, 
aged 45, would soon be a star in international 
revisionist circles. Our prediction was spot- 
on. Among the latest additions to Rami’s 
expanding circle of friends is Faurisson, who 
has said that he “admires Rami very much”. 

His other friends include the Los Angeles- 
based nazi Institute for Historical Review; his 
“German correspondent’, the Frankfurt-based 
fascist journalist Karl Phillip; and the top 
German nazi and would-be fiihrer Bela- 
Ewald Althans. 

Althans, yet another convicted criminal, is 
a former member of the late Michael 
Kiihnen’s Bewegung and openly says “Hitler 
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is my hero”. Althans billed Rami as a top 
speaker at last year’s abortive Leuchter 
Congress in Munich. 

Through his German connections, 
Moroccan-born Rami was listed as a “White 
Power political prisoner” by Gerhard Lauck’s 
NSDAP-AO in the USA, while he was 
serving his six-month jail sentence for racial 
slander. 

Thus it is no wonder that when he visited 
the USA and Britain in recent months Rami 
was greeted with acclaim. For example, last 
November he attended David Irving’s fiasco 
in London, when police yanked Fred 
Leuchter, the fake engineer and Auschwitz- 
liar, out of the meeting, to which Irving had 
brought him illegally, and dumped him on the 
first available flight back to the USA. 

The audience that evening was almost 
exclusively composed of nazis, including the 
British National Party leader John Tyndall, 
boneheads from Blood and Honour and Nick 
Griffin, the former National Front “political 
soldier”. 


Ahmed Rami 


The most interesting question about Rami 
now is who are his paymasters? Clearly it is 
not the PLO, which has _ indicated 
that it would not touch him with a very long 
stick. 

Yet he is able to run what is probably — to 
Sweden’s growing shame and embarrassment 
— the biggest antisemitic propaganda outlet 
operating in Europe. (In other countries a 
nakedly antisemitic programme like Radio 
Islam, broadcast on a public service system, 
would be unthinkable.) 

Radio Islam and the shadowy Swedish- 
Islamic Association which stands behind it 
are operations that require substantial funds. 
Rami himself is a full-time activist with no 
visible means of support, yet he manages to 
live in some style with access to several 
apartments and a seeming ability to travel at 
will across the globe. 

The Swedish Islamic Association’s 
publishing house, the hideously misnamed 
Kultur Forlag, has brought out several books 
penned by Rami. Again this is not done 
without expense. Independent observers 
estimate that the Association’s publishing, 
printing and distribution costs alone run into 
several hundred thousand pounds. 

It seems obvious that Rami has some very 
friendly and wealthy sponsors.

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Nazi boss imprisoned 


Leif Larsson, top loony of the nazi 
organisation Sweden’s Future, has been 
sentenced to ten months in prison for his part 
in a serious assault. Larsson’s co-defendant 
was none other than the notorious VAM 
terrorist Klas Lund, recently sentenced to sex 
years in jail for numerous crimes. 

A former fiihrer of the violent Nordic Reich 
Party’s so-called Action Groups (RAG), 24- 
year-old Leif Larsson aspires to become a 
unifying leader of the Swedish nazi 
movement. Larsson broke off relations with 
the NRP in 1988, in the midst of confusing 
statements that he “was fed up with Hitler” 
and accusations that the NRP leadership — the 
Oredsson couple — was pocketing party funds. 
While his performance was not particularly 
convincing, it was enjoyable watching him 
spilling the beans on his former bosses. 

Later in 1988 he formed his own 
organisation, Sweden’s Future (FSF), which 
attempted to introduce a more Mussolini-type 
style along the lines advocated by veteran 
fiihrer Per Engdahl. The organisation soon 
became known as a forum for some of the 
most mediocre and silliest riff-raff on the far 
right. 

Realising his new outfit was not making 
much headway, Larsson changed course in 


1990, again starting to look for violent street 
thugs. Over the past year the FSF has 
orientated itself increasingly toward a 
formula of violence and terrorism, with a 
large part of its membership connected with 
the terrorist Storm Network. 

In October Larsson launched the Guard, 
then said to be the armed wing of the party. 
At the time the Guard barely existed, except 
as a pipe-dream of Larsson. However, thanks 
to a smart publicity stunt in the mainstream 
press, the Guard is slowly coming to life. 
Again its members are recruited among those 
of the Storm Network. 

Following a conviction last year for 
inciting racial hatred, Larsson has stepped 
down as formal leader of the FSF. In his place 
was appointed 23-year-old Torulf 
Magnusson, a skinhead who in 1989 received 
a three-month jail sentence on weapons 
charges. He was arrested for being in 
possession of a .56 pistol, 5 kilos of 
explosives, 15 detonators and three smoke 
grenades. 

In a separate development, the FSF’s ‘top 
intellectual’ Patrik Ehn, aged 25, was a chief 
suspect in a school bombing in Mariestad in 
1991. Ehn was not charged because a close 
friend pleaded guilty. The story in court was 
that Ehn was present when the bombing took 
place but “did not know” his pal was going to 


light the fuse. At the same trial Ehn was 
given a suspended sentence and a fine for a 
forgery to which he pleaded guilty. 

On 20 April last year, only one week after 
the VAM arms raid at the Lidingé police 
station, FSF fiihrer Leif Larsson and some of 
his nazi friends were drinking in a central 
Stockholm pub (celebrating the Liding6 raid, 
or perhaps somebody’s birthday?). Among 
them were Klas Lund, who only weeks 
afterwards would be hunted by police all over 
Sweden. As the group left the pub they could 
not resist the old goose-stepping habits. When 
two passers-by told Larsson and friends to 
cool down, they were immediately violently 
assaulted. 

According to witnesses Larsson pulled out 
a heavy wooden club and charged the two 
men. Both received serious injuries as 
Larsson hammered their heads. 

The trial against Larsson was postponed 
until February this year, as his co-defendant 
Klas Lund was on the run and later was 
preoccupied with his trial for the VAM bank 
robbery in August. The court did not accept 
their stories that they had been assaulted by 
the passers-by. Larsson will spend the next 
ten months away from Sweden’s Future — 
possibly pondering his own.

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Nazi bombers slay anti-fascist 


A young man was killed when a terror bomb 
blew to pieces the headquarters of the left- 
wing International Socialists in Copenhagen 
on 19 March. 

Henrik Christiansen, aged 29, was reading 
the mail and preparing for a meeting when 
the parcel bomb exploded. According to 
police explosives experts the bomb was “a 
professional job”, both extremely precise and 


extremely powerful, and left only pulverised . 


evidence. 

There is no doubt that the intention was to 
kill. The bomb went off without any warning 
being given and no announcement was made 
afterwards. But since the attack several 
known anti-racists have received threatening 
letters from hitherto unknown groups. 

The IS, sister organisation of Britain’s 
Socialist Workers Party, has been heavily 
engaged in anti-racist work for several years 
and was recently one of the prime movers in 
establishing the Students Against Racism 
organisation. 

Henrik Christiansen himself was well 
known in anti-fascist circles. This 
circumstantial evidence suggests that this 
murderous attack originated from a racist or 
fascist organisation. 

Incredibly, though, initial news coverage 
tried to crminalise the victims by claiming 
that the explosion was the accidental result of 
bomb-making by the IS. This lie was repeated 
on television and in several of Denmark’s 
leading daily papers. 

Despite a numbed 


silence among

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parliamentarians — this kind of incident is a 
rarity in Denmark and has abruptly shattered 
Denmark’s normal political calm — and 
despite the twisted reports in the press, there 
is no doubt that the police are treating the 
case as one of wilful murder. They have 
already been in touch with their counterparts 
in Norway and Sweden. 

Police have questioned two young racists 
and have proved they handled explosives. 
The outcome of that inquiry, however, does 
not seem very certain because the police have 
also. announced a_ large reward for 


information that can lead to a solution of the 
crime. 

Several theories have been mentioned. 
Among them is the possibility that the 


bombing might have been a revenge attack 
for the prevention, by more than 200 Danish 
anti-fascists, of a neo-nazi march in the 
southern Swedish city of Lund last 
November. 

Activists in the Swedish nazi-terrorist 
White Aryan Resistance (VAM) are known to 
have been furious at the humiliation they 
suffered at the hands of Swedish and Danish 
anti-fascists in Lund. 

The shock-wave effect of the bombing on 
left-wing and anti-racist groups has been 
enormous and a memorial and _ protest 
demonstration in Copenhagen on 21 March 
attracted 15,000 people.

All dressed up and 
nowhere to go 


Alfred Olsen, the latest embodiment of 
Norwegian fascism to crawl out of the 
undergrowth, suffered a serious reverse when 
he made the mistake of inviting the Swedish 
antisemite, Ahmed Rami, to perform at a 
public rally in Oslo at the end of March. 

The whole affair proved to be a 
monumental fiasco, indeed almost a carbon 
copy of Robert Faurisson’s trip to Rami’s 
Stockholm bunker. 

Olsen is a Roman Catholic fundamentalist 
and a Mussolini-style fascist. One of the most 
weird figures on the Norwegian far right, he 
had not been seen for some time when 
suddenly he decided he should nail his flag to 
Rami’s historical revisionist mast, with the 
announcement of a rally to be held in Oslo’s 
city centre Youngstorget square, the scene of 
many of the mad bomber Arne Myrdal’s best 
debacles. 

His first step was to chum out huge 
quantities of propaganda material trying to 
mask his virulent antisemitism with support 
for the Palestinians and using his hostility to 
Israel as a means of whipping up anti-Jewish 
hatred. Anybody who opposes him he labels 
as an “agent of Mossad”, the Israeli security 
service. 

No sooner had the meeting been 
proclaimed then Olsen’s plans hit trouble. 
Protests ensured that he could find no room 
for a gathering and after savage exposés of 
both Olsen and Rami in the daily paper 
Klassekampen, combined with publicity for a 
counter-demonstration, the police withdrew 
permission for the Youngstorget rally. 

Rami however was unaware of this and 
after arriving at Oslo airport where he was 
met by armed police, he learned that the 
square was occupied by anti-racists. 

All dressed up with nowhere to go, the two 
thought better of showing their faces in 
Youngstorget and desperately tried to latch 
onto the coat-tails of an annual pro-Khomeini 
demonstration by Islamic fundamentalists, 
only to be told to “clear off”. 

After Olsen fell to his knees and offered 
prayers for help to the Virgin Mary (who was 
obviously looking the other way), the men in 
the dark blue coats arrived to take Olsen and 
Rami away. 

Theirs was not the only fiasco that befell 
the extreme right in Norway in March. Jan 
Holthe, bonehead leader of the White Aryan 
Resistance (HAM), has launched another 
Titanic with the help of Aril Elseveen, 
“unterfiihrer”’ of Norwegians Against 
Immigration. 

The latest incarnation of lunacy is called 
Birkebeinerne, after a mythical group of 
Norwegian skiers who supposedly saved the 
heir to the Norwegian throne hundreds of 
years ago. This latest outfit is predictably 
reported to be having military training, which 
it describes as “self-defence”. 

Uncharitable observers have begun to dub 
Holthe’s latest disaster as a “Laurel and 
Hardy goon-squad” because of the teaming 
up of the weedy Holthe and the rather fatter 
Elseveen. 


Throwing their combined weight around 
might not be a good idea. Recently Holthe 
tried it on his own with an Iranian whom he 
chanced upon walking alone last month. After 
a brief dust-up, Holthe retired hurt and 
looking distinctly battered. 

After he had recovered he tried his hand, 
this time with Elseveen holding it, at 
storming a meeting where concentration 
camp survivors were giving a lecture on the 
dangers of racism and nazism. They found 
themselves on their backsides very quickly ... 
once more in “a fine old mess”.

CROATIA 


Tudjman’s nazi 
mercenaries 


European nazis are fighting in support of the 
break-away Tudjman regime in Croatia, the 


German Federal interior ministry has 
confirmed. 

A statement by the ministry to a 
parliamentary committee said that one 


volunteer group, known as the Black Legion, 
was under the command of an officer in the 
former East German army, the NVA. 

The statement declared that the security 
services were in possession of information 
showing that German and other west 
European neo-nazis had been frequent 
visitors to Croatia. However it gave no 
indication of the numbers involved. 

Bonn spokespersons added that it was 
known that a German neo-nazi plan to raise a 
volunteer “technical-medical corps” had been 
hindered by the January arrest in Vienna of its 
main initiator, Gottfried Kiissel. 

Other European fascists have also been 
beating an enthusiastic trail to Croatia to 
offer full backing to the Ustashi-based rebel 
government, which they see as the advance 
guard of a “new order in Europe”. 

Last summer the French fascist chief Jean- 
Marie Le Pen led a secret delegation to 
Zagreb, with Harald Neubauer, boss of the 
German Liga for Volk and Heimat, carrying 
his bags. Both were warmly welcomed and 
well guarded by Tudjman’s fascists. 

A few months later, in January this year, 
leaders of the Belgian nazi Vlaams Blok took 
time out to go to Zagreb and Vukovar to offer 
their solidarity and pose for photographs, 
which were later published in the German 
Stern news magazine. 

Other nazis sighted in Croatia include 
Saddam Hussein’s number one friend in 
Europe, the French nazi and rabid antisemite 
Michel Faci, alias Leloup. After returning 
from posing in Baghdad, Faci travelled to the 
Croat killing grounds by car, to be recruited 
forthwith into the ranks of the HOS, the 
16,000-strong armed wing of the murderous 
Ustashi Croatian Party of the Right. 

Faci boasted to Stern that he was 
commander of a unit of 200 men, including 
some German and Austrian fascists, and 
claimed bloodthirstily that he had personally 
killed two Serbs. For every dead Serb, he 
added, “there is a bounty of £3,000”. 

Meanwhile other gangs of nazis in 
continental Europe are busy collecting cash to

pay for weapons, ammunition and medical 
supplies for Croatia. 

Last year Searchlight exposed efforts by 
Dutch nazis in this direction. Now the pace is 
being set by German fascists from the 
Hamburg-based Nationale Liste, from the 
Deutsche Alternative in Cottbus and from the 
Nationale Block in Bavaria.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Slovaks’ féte 
leader’s memory 


Thousands of Slovak nationalists gathered in 
a big rally in Bratislava in March to celebrate 
the collaborationist Tiso regime in Slovakia 
during the second world war. 

Demanding independence from Czechoslo- 
vakia, they poured into the city, waving 
placards with portraits of Tiso and singing 
songs of the wartime fascist state. Large 
numbers of neo-nazis were also present. 

At a religious ceremony a Roman Catholic 
priest delivered a eulogy for the fascist 
butcher Tiso, who was executed for war 
crimes in 1945. Later more than 5,000 people 
surged through Bratislava’s city centre 
shouting nazi slogans and screaming “enough 
of Prague, a Slovak state now”. 

Forecasters predict that the right-wing 
nationalists will win a massive victory in 
elections to be held in June, thus spelling 
doom for the present Czechoslovak state. 

In Prague, on the same day, hundreds of 
anti-fascists turned out to demand a halt to 
rising right-wing extremist activities and to 
hold a_ pro-Czechoslovakia rock concert. 
Attempts by mobs of nazi boneheads to 
harass the anti-fascist gathering were largely 
prevented by the police but some isolated 
clashes were reported.

Clouds over the 
rainbow 


While the presidential elections in the USA 
limp along until November, a new party 
claiming to be on the left has been raising 
money hand over fist. 

Lenora Fulani’s New Alliance Party will 
probably be on the ballot in all 50 states next 
November. She has collected over $1 million 
in Federal Election Commission matching 
funds. The FEC money is part of a fund 
which helps fuel an extensive political 
machine operating under a variety of names. 
The Rainbow Lobby, for example, raised 
$765,000 in 1988. 

Many supporters of Reverend Jesse 
Jackson charge that Fulani’s Rainbow Lobby 
was deliberately named to create confusion 
with Jackson’s own Rainbow Coalition. 

Fulani’s campaign used FEC dollars to pay 
money to Automated Business Services, Ilene 
Advertising, Castillo Communications and 
Castillo Cultural Center, all corporations with 
ties to the New Alliance Party. 

Al Sharpton is also the recipient of New 
Alliance Party largess. He shares business 
offices with party affiliates in New York and 
claims that they provide 25% of his income. 
In fact, the party has published a book, 
Independent Black Leadership in America: 
Minister Louis Farrakhan, Dr. Lenora 
Fulani, Rev. Al Sharpton. 

Not everyone believes Fulani (or Sharpton) 
represents independent black leadership, 
however. Jitu Weusi, an African-American 
community leader who led a drive for 
community control of New York schools in 
the mid-sixties and was a founder of the 
Black United Front, wrote, “For years many 
political activists in the African-American 
community have allowed NAP a free ride by 
failing to report clearly how this formation 
has exploited our community.” 

Weusi documented Fulani’s party’s lawsuit 
to remove the United African Party from the 
New York ballot and other tricks. 

Dennis Serrette, an African-American 
activist who was the New Alliance Party’s 
presidential candidate in 1984, claims the 
party is not black-led at all, but a front for 
guru Fred Newman. According to Serrette 
and others, Newman, who is white, controls 
the party through a cult-like series of 
psychotherapy clinics which are used to 
recruit new members and control their 
behaviour. If this sounds like a left-wing 
version of Lyndon LaRouche’s right-wing 
cult, it is because Newman and much of the 
NAP core leadership were part of LaRouche’s 
National Caucus of Labor Committees in the 
early 1970s. 

Fulani and Newman claim the alliance with 
LaRouche was brief and of no consequence. 
But Chip Berlet, an analyst with Political 
Research Associates in Boston, claims the 
LaRouche liaison came at a defining moment: 
when LaRouche stormtroopers had launched 
Operation Cleansweep and were busy 
attacking Communist Party meetings with 
clubs and chains. 

Searchlight readers may remember that 
LaRouche’s organisations were soon 
thereafter served by Roy Frankhouser, who 
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divided his time between Klan activities in 
Pennsylvania, LaRouche “security” 
operations and informing for the FBI. 

In fact FBI informants are a favourite of 
this crowd. Al Sharpton, the new darling of 
the New Alliance, himself has a history of 
informing _for the FBI, which was 
documented in The Village Voice. 


Social Democrat 
exposed as war 
criminal 


East German Social Democrat Gustav Just 
has decided to give up politics following 
public disclosure that he took part in the war- 
time shooting of six Jews during the Nazi 
invasion of the Soviet Union in 1942. 

The revelation of Just’s role as a member of 
a Wehrmacht firing-squad first appeared in 
the right-wing paper We/t Am Sonntag in an 
article quoting files of the former East 
German security police, the Stasi. 

According to extracts from the files, Just 
volunteered for the shootings and later gained 
rapid promotion from private to lieutenant. 
Just however strenuously denies this and 
claims he was “obeying orders”. 

Having admitted his part in the murders, 
Just has now resigned from his senior Social 
Democratic Party posts as well as his position 
as head of the Brandenburg parliamentary 
constitutional commission. 

Heinz Galinski, leader of Germany’s 
30,000-strong Jewish community, had earlier 
called for Just’s resignation or dismissal and 
Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal called for a 
judicial investigation of the crime. 

However, a _ prosecution looks most 
unlikely because, according to justice 
officials in Berlin, the shootings fall under a 
statute of limitations, even though new 
allegations that he also participated in the 
shootings of Soviet prisoners-of-war have 
been levelled at Just. 

This state of affairs stands in stark contrast 
to the justice authorities’ near-frenzied 
persecution of former Stasi chief Erich 
Miehlke on charges of killing two policemen

in 1931. In Miehlke’s case, almost the entire 
prosecution evidence is based on the files of 
the nazi secret police, the Gestapo, from 
1934. 

Meanwhile, a key witness in the long- 
running Stuttgart war crimes trial of Josef 
Schwammberger, 80, dropped dead from a 
heart attack while he was in the witness box 
last month. 

The witness, Erich Scharf, aged 79, was a 
former SS_ officer based in the SS 
administration in Cracow in occupied Poland 
during the war. He was to have testified on 
links between his office and nazi 
concentration camps in Poland. 

Schwammberger, who is accused of the 
murder of 45 Jews and of having a hand in 
the killing of more than 3,700 others, is 
steadfastly denying all the charges. He 
showed no emotion at Scharf’s death. 

The trial, which began last June and which 
Simon Wiesenthal has described as “probably 
the last big war crimes trial”, is now in its 
closing stages and could be concluded by the 
middle of April. 


SWITZERLAND 


Terror continues 


More racist terror actions took place in 
Switzerland last month, with two serious fire- 
bombings of refugee centres. In one of the 
attacks a 21-year-old Pakistani refugee was 
killed. 

In the first assault, in Uster, more than 
£10,000-worth of damage was done after two 
petrol bombs crashed through the window of 
a refugee hostel at 2.30am. Fortunately 
nobody was injured. 

In the second attack, which took place in 
Biel on 16 March, the consequences were far 
more serious. It appears that the raiders 
started a fire in the building. The blaze 
rapidly turned into an inferno, causing panic 
among the resident refugees and forcing them 
to leap from upper windows for fear of their 
lives. 

One of those who tried to escape in this 
way sustained fatal injuries in his fall and at 
least six others were injured trying to avoid 
being burned to death. 
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String-pullers of the 
Brown Network 


Mankind must not, dare not, doubt 
or underestimate the scale and 
efficiency of the rebuilding of nazism 
now underway. 

Throughout Europe and beyond, a tightly 
organised programme of restructuring of the 
extreme right has been proceeding for 
decades. Of late it has taken on a new 
momentum, its architects scenting power on 
the political wind that is sweeping this 
continent, stirring the rags of nazi banners 
and the embers of a monstrous creed still 
smouldering after 47 years. 

A new weapon has entered the armoury of 
those who have made the confronting of 
fascism their life’s commitment: _ the 
Collective of Anti-Fascist Authors, based in 
Berlin, has produced a book, String-pullers 
of The Brown Network, which is 
indispensable to anti-fascists everywhere. It 
is a scholarly, finely researched account of 
the development of the machine whose 
purpose is the rewriting of German history, 
the exculpation of Nazi crimes against 
humanity and the rehabilitation of the 
movement which in the second world war 
ravaged Europe, pursuing genocide and 
poisoning minds and bodies in the name of 
its vile, racist doctrine. 

The unification of Germany came as a gift 
from the gods to the “string-pullers”, who 
lurk in the wings whilst the world observes 
with mild interest the activities of the neo- 
fascists in the “Brown Network”, stretched 
across the political face of Europe and 
spanning the Atlantic. 

Two chapters are devoted to an absorbing 
account of the growth and nature of neo- 
fascism in the territory of the former East 
Germany. Since reunification the Eastern 
Lander, or states, of the German Federation 
have been the target of a rapidly expanding 
nazi political structure. The young of the 
former communist states are easy and 
willing recruits, as the “string-pullers” 
learned to their delight. Released from the 
“total immersion” of the state ideology of 
East Germany, Honecker’s putative heirs 
flocked to join the brown ranks. 

Whilst Western politicians squabbled and 
Kohl’s ‘bananas for all’ election bandwagon 
rolled across the eastern ‘colonies’; whilst 
Kohl feathered his western political nest 
with votes plucked from the sitting ducks in 
the east, the nazis were concentrating on 
quietly setting up their bases in the former 
red republic. They waited for what they 
knew was coming: economic chaos, mass 
unemployment, homelessness, an influx of 
non-German refugees and widespread 


disillusionment with Kohl and the whole 
‘democratic’ bun-fight. They were not 
disappointed; all the classic prerequisites for 
right-wing agitation fell neatly into place as 
if to order. 

The book identifies Michael Kiihnen’s 
Gesinnungsgemeinschaft der Neuen Front 
(New Front Association of Like-thinkers) as 
founders of the “Brown Network”: 
“Kiihnen’s tightly-organised ‘cadre 
association’ sees itself as the advance guard 
of the forces aiming to rebuild the National 
Socialist German Workers’ Party, the Nazis 

. Members of this organisation collect 
weapons, carry out paramilitary exercises 
and recruit first and foremost the young ... “ 

In a reference to the growing tide of 
violence towards non-Germans, the book 
states: “Whilst state functionaries and most 
of the media are quick to apportion blame 
for violent attacks against refugees and 
immigrants to individuals or small groups, a 
closer investigation reveals the clear 
influence of organised neo-fascists. They 
have for years been spreading propaganda 
and perpetrating violence against non- 
Germans, Jews, progressives and anti- 
fascists, as part of their political strategy to 
erect a Fourth Reich. In particular, since 
German unification, the flood of new 
members has not diminished. Neo-fascist 
violence governs the everyday lives of many 
young people, particularly refugees and 
immigrants in the new Federal territories.” 

The book, of necessity, concentrates on 
the “Like-thinkers”, but records the 
existence of a bewildering array of 
extreme-right organisations; the authors 
say that despite claimed differences and 
minor disagreements there are clear 
network links and shared personnel. The 
so-called Revisionist Offensive, the 
intensified, coordinated effort of old and 
new nazis to deny the crimes of national 


socialism, began in 1990 and is gathering 
pace. The competition, petty jealousies and 
tactical demarcations between the 
apparently more seriously devoted fascist 
parties and the militant neo-nazis have 
shrunk noticeably. “If these developments 
continue”, warn the authors, “the threat 
grows of a new fascist mass movement 
taking shape in Germany.” 

The international links, including those in 
Britain and America, are examined, as are 
the origins and structural development of 
right-wing extremism in Germany since 
1945. Those who have not yet grasped the 
extent of the close liaison which exists 
between our home-grown fascists and those 
of mainland Europe will benefit from the 
book’s revelations. Though in German, it 
has one enormous attraction for non-German 
speakers: its illustrations. It is jam-packed 
with clear photographs of the nazi scene in 
Europe and America: neo-nazis at work and 
play, attending rallies and pseudo- 
intellectual gatherings, familiar faces of 


history-benders and apologists, of 
boneheads and SS _ crumblies and, of 
inestimable value to nazi-watchers 


everywhere, mugshot after mugshot of all 
the leading lice at home and abroad, ready 
for the day when the ability to “spot the 
Neanderthaler” on your own high street may 
be vital. 

Buy it, absorb it, even learn German to get 
the most from it, but mainly buy it. Proceeds 
from sales will go towards continuing 
research and hopefully another volume to 
stick in the craw of the boys in brown. Every 
copy purchased aids the fight to rescue 
Europe’s youth from the “String-pullers of 
the Brown Network”.

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Birthday time for Hitler-lovers 


The period around 20 April, Hitler’s birthday, 
is always busy for the neo-nazi movement 
internationally. This year appears to be one of 
heightened activity, with a report that SS 
general Leon Degrelle had been invited by 
Ewald Althans, the young German neo-nazi 
leader, to leave his exile in Spain (he was 
sentenced to death in his native Belgium 
during the war) to testify on behalf of Althans 
at his trial in Stuttgart. 

The same report suggests that the German 
government might, under EC regulations, 
have to allow him to attend, despite the fact 
that he is one of the most wanted war 
criminals. However, Althans’ nose was put 
badly out of joint when the old nazi refused to 
show up. 

This EC regulation, coupled with the 
release by a French court of Paul Touvier, the 
wartime murderer and torturer, is the largest 
smack in the face to decent people for a long 
time. 

Althans attended a meeting in Greece last 


month with co-conspirators from eastern 
Europe. 

CEDADE, the Spanish section of the New 
European Order, headed by Degrelle, is 
playing host to three functions in Spain in as 
many months. The international national 
socialist congress on freedom of speech is 
scheduled to take place in Madrid at the 
Palace of Sport on 24, 25 and 26 April, as 
close. as could be arranged to Hitler’s 
birthday. What a strange venue, seeing as 
Spain is hosting the Olympics this year. 

On 9 May the German Auschwitz 
apologist, Dr Wilhelm Staglich, will perform 
his two-pfennigs-worth for CEDADE and on 
6 June David Irving will yatter on about his 
conversion to revisionism. 

This month Irving will be back in Canada, 
lying through his teeth to his usual audience 
of neo-nazis and German exiles. 

The main event of the Hitler birthday 
season is a neo-nazi knees-up inl Hitler’s 
birth-place at Braunau in Austria.
